The provincial grant was 
$2500, leaving the limited number of 
citizens: who were ratepayers to de- 
fray the remaining $8500 jn addition 
to the ordinaty school rate.

ED. PROFESSORS FROM UNIVERSITY ADDRESS: MEETING. 


LIST OF WINNERS. 


The showing of seed grain at the 
Wetaskiwin seed fair last week, al- 
though not quite equal to last year in 
number of entries, included some out- 
standing samples of grain and demon- 
strated beyond a doubt the crop pro- 
ducing possibilities of the district. 
The oxhibits of wheat were compar- 
atively few in number, but in the ex- 
hibits of oats, the banner crop of the 
Wetaskiwin district, there was little 
left to be desired in quality, appear- 
ance or weight per bushel. 

The premier honors in both long 
and. short oats, ‘aswell as in six- 
rowed barley, were awarded to Nels 
Linden. In the long varieties with a 
sample of leader oats, weighing forty- 
four’ pounds to. the bushel, hé was 
awarded, first_over.C, A. Johnson with 
an entry of the same variety, with a 
score of 91. The second prize sample 
weighed forty-four and‘a half pounds 
per bushel and was plump and of fair- 
ly good quality, but contained some 
wheat and a few kernels of yelluw 
oats. With a score of 84% E. R. Ras- 
muson won third with a very good en- 
try of banner oats weighing forty-four 
pounds per bushel. The only defects 
in this sample were a few light im- 
mature kernels. 

The short oats ranged in weight 
from 43 to 44% pounds per bushel. 
The first prize sample entered by Nels 
Linden was an exceptionally good 
sample of pure Victory, weighing well 
per bushel, 
color. This entry scored 91%. The 
second prize wag awarded to Andrew 
Brandt of Gwynne, with an entry 
weighing 43 pounds per bushel and 
scoring 864%.

The entries in wheat were very 
light. In Marquis there were but two 
entries, one by Ed. Schmidt, a sample 
welghing 65 pounds per bushel, and 
the other by Nels Linden, who was 
awarded second. 

E. R. Rasmuson had one entry in 
Kitchener, and Nels Linden had an 
entry in Red Bobs. There was no 
competition in either of these classes 
and both entries were awarded firsts, 

A. C. Bunney of Yeoford, exhibited 
red clover seed, which, although 
awarded second, was a splendid sam- 
ple and was graded down because of 
impurities it contained. Mr. Bunney 
grow several hundred pounds of red 
clover seed on his farm, some forty 
miles west of Wetaskiwin last year; 
and says that he has been growing red 
clover successfully there for the past 
sixteen years, 

After the awards had been. placed, 

the exhibitors and other interested 
in seed production were addressed by 
Prof. J. A. Fryer of the university of 
Alberta, and Geo. Hutton Sr., of La- 
combe, who judged the exhibits. Prof. 
Fryer spoke at some length of tho 
value of pure seed in successful farm- 
ing. Weed seeds in good seed grain, 
he declared, were inexcusable. Wild 
oats was one of the worst weeds the 
farmer had to contend with and war- 
ranted the rejection of the sample re- 
gardless of any other qualities it may 
have. : 
. But weed seeds were not the only 
undesirable seeds, 
the same kind of grain lowered its 
value as seed greatly. No two var: 
feties ripened at the same time. In 
growing registered seed, he empha- 
sized, 
did not become contaminated with any 
other variety, 

Prof. Fryor also outlined the scope 
of the Alberta Crop Improvement As- 
sociation, which was founded last 
yeur by Prof. C. H. Cutler, The or- 
ganization was composed of careful 
farmers who are interested in the 
production of pure seed.

and downtown business districts, on 
the corner of two of the best resi- 
dental streets, there stands, sur- 
rounded by large shade-trees, a sub- 
stantial and comfortable old-fashion- 
ed stone dwelling-house.

The house stands 
for a welcome to these women from 
beyond the sea, but it also stands

square mile, in Canada there are only 
two people to the same area. Com- 
menting upon this fact, Dr. Clark la- 
mented that with Canada’s unbounded 
undeveloped resources she is oxper- 
fencing bread-lines and instituting 
soup kitchens; which are a serious 
reflection upon those in authority and 
an illustration of the blundering and 
muddling of our legislators. 

Falling prices of farm produce has 
made agriculture, in many places and 
cases, so unprofitable that according 
to reliable authorities there has been 
approximately one million acres of 
land less cultivated in the province of 
Saskatchewan than ‘during the pre- 
vioug year; with a prospect of further 
reductions of acreage¢ during the pres- 
ent year. 

In addition to the Legion of Jobless 
Men in the United States and Canada 
there is a famine in China and star- 
vation in Europe. More than a mil- 
lion unemployed are reported from 
Great Britain and Premier Lloyd 
George's only solution of the problem, 
according to newspaper reports, is to 
ship the unemployed Britishers to the 
Dominions, which have each their own 
unemployed problems. 

Then word comes from Ottawa that 
owing to the prevailing stringent’ fi- 
nancial conditions in the Australian 
commonwealth, cancellation of orders 
placed with Canadian and overseas 
manufacturers has been freely exer- 
cised by Australian buyers. In some 
places endeavors have been made to 
repudiate shipments. 

Canada’s Undeveloped Resources 

That is one side of the case and the 
pessimistic one. But there is another 
and more optimistic one, the relation 

of which indicates the unnecessary na- 
ture of this distress and unemploy- 
ment. — 

Side by side with the fact that we 
have soup kitchens and _ bread-lines 
is the distressing fact that ,factories 
are filled with goods, store shelves 
are burdened with’ supplies which 
those who have produced them and 
need them cannot obtain. While mil- 
lians of people are needing clothing 
word comes from New Zealand that 
two wool clips bought by the British 
government are still lying In the coun- 
try and last year’s crop can find no 
buyers at all. 

While thousands of Canadians are 
on the point of freezing, acording to 
the statements of scientists, the world 
abounds with coal sufficient to supply 
{ts demands for another 36,000 years. 
Practically the whole of the province 
of Alberta is built upgp a foundation of 
coal; while in the province of Sask- 
atchewan, in the district of Lampman, 
there {s reported a supply of black 
diamonds equivalent to the best on 
the American continent. 

Milllons of Unoccupied Land 

While millions of people are gtarv- 
ing for bread, millions of acres of land 
in the western provinces are awaiting 
cultivation; including approximately 
eight millions of school lands in the 
province of Saskatchewan, which are 
still unsold and capable of producing 
food for both man and beast. 

While the Canadian people are pay- 
ing exorbitant prices for manufactur- 
ed copper, imported ‘from the United 
States, millions of dollars’ worth of 
raw material are being exploited from 
our own country in the interests of 
American syndicates. It is reported 
that on one quarter of a section of 
land in the neighborhood of Le Pas, 
near the Hudson Bay, there is in sight 
$5,000,000 worth of copper ore; which 
is being exploited by the well-known 
copper kings, the Guggenhelms.

What About Canadian Brains? 

And what about brains? While it! 
may be true that the National Policy 
of Canada has driven many of the 
best brains to the United States, 
thore is still a large supply of gray 
matter in Canada and it is an insult 
to the intelligence of the Canadian 
people to even suggest that with all 
these undeveloped -resources and the 
scientific, mechanical and legislative 
facilities possessed or available by the 
Canadian people/ that they are unable 
to hold their own against the world 
and that they néed to suffer from 
soup kitchens and bread lines. 

Canada has frequently been refer- 
red to ag “A Land of Promise and 
Opportunity,” which while not unre, 
servedly a fact, is not the fault of 
Canada’s lack of brains or absence of 
rdsources—it. is solely the result of 
mismanagement. In a private bus- 
iness, if the management was found 
guilty of such gross extravagance and 
evidence of failure to utilize its re- 
sources they would be given walking 
lickets. But in our national affairs 
when some of the shareholders, i.e., 
the electorate, dare to criticize the

it stands to the credit of humanity that 
its tremendous possibilities for evil 
have not been utilized to the degree 
where they would be productive of 
genuine nation-wide distress. That 
this concentration of wealth in the 
hands of a few Is an evil seems un- 
doubted, but the cure for it is not so 
clear. The confiscation of the greater 
part of these enormous fortunes at 
the owner's death hag been mooted, 
and to a certain extent practised, but 
not yet to the point where the amount 
of such fortunes becomes definitely 
limited to a. million or half a million 
dollars, And the income tax seems 
to have done little to remedy this, as 
Mr. Rockefeller’s income, despite the 
tax, has actually jumped from $60, 000,. 
000 to $150,000,000, Many things 
seem to point to the nationalization of 
these huge fortunes as advisable, and 
yet there is a suspicion that if the 
ernment came into possession to- 
morrow of the $15,000,000,000 referred 
to, it might be worse for business and 
the average taxpayer than it is today. 
The ideal, of course, is to divide the 
national «wealth more equitably 
aqmongst the nation’s workers, but the 
difficulty is to make it remain so di- 
vided,—Christian Guardian,

roughly: Before. ‘eating! 

As the germs lodge in the nose— 
throat and mouth—great care should 
be ‘used not to ‘allow them to get into 
the alr—and fly about to attack other 
people. 

Never spit’ on" the floor—the dust 
spreads them, as they are not killed 
by dryness. 

Never cough or sneeze—without us- 
ing a cloth or handkerchief—remeim- 
ber the other fellow and be a “safe 
man.” 

Get this habit of carefulness. 

A careful habit is the best body- 
guard-—and if you practice safety and 
cleanliness—-Others’ will follow you. 

Second—The next way of fighting 
the disease is to put up a strong re- 
sistance to the intruder—if once it 
gets into your body. 

Keep yourself constantly in fighting 
trim. 

Your safety will depend on thi. 

Keep the skin clean and healthy— 
by bathing morning and night. 

Avoid bodily fatigue and bodily de- 
pression—this predisposes to the trou- 
ble. 

Try not to expose the body to great 
extremes of heat or cold—or going 
suddenly into the cold air—when ex- 
eessively heated. This weakens the 
system. 

Keep the feet dry and warm. 

Try to be very regular in eating. 

Avoid alcoholic liquor—this lessens 
your resistance to pneumonia—par- 
alyzes the white blood corpuscles— 
the policemen of the blood—and makes 
you an “easy mark. y 
‘ If you have ‘a_ persistent or linger- 


and fever—go hame at once—to bed 
—and call your doctor. 

Live in the fresh air—morning, 
noon and all’ night long. Don't be 
afraid of pure air—it won't hurt you.

ples of improved varieties of Z 
were sent to farmers in various parts 
of the province, who grew seed under. 
fleld. conditions. From the reports of 
the various co-operators throughout 
the province, the suitability of a var- 
fety for any district could be fairly 
accurately judged. : € 

Seed centres had also beon organ- 
ized throughout the province for the 
production of registered seed. Seven 
of such centres, Prof. Fryer said, had 
already been organized, and several 
more would be organized before the 
winter is over. Pure seed was ‘sold 
to the members of these seed centres 
by the ‘university, and in the fall the 
seed was inspected by an officer of 
the department of fleld husbandry and 
‘had ‘the ‘standing of reglatored seed. 

Mr. Hutton urged the necessity ot 
greater care in’ ‘cleaning seed. If. the 
fanning mill: was used as much’ as it 
‘should be, profits would be greater 
and the majority of farms would be 
much cleaner, An‘ éxperiment had 
been conducted at Lacombe to deter. 
mine the value of careful fanning, and 
ft was found that the difference in 
yield between seed ‘that had been 
Just “run through” the fanning mill 
and seed properly cleaned was several 
bushels per acre.
